Most photographers are artists and depend on 
their skill and fair dealing to hold a per¬ 
manent place in the community. But, the- 

files of the Better Business Bureaus show — 
many cases where the practices of a minority 
are detrimental to the public. 

Some of them adopt "studio" names but have - 

no n studios." They have their films and -- 

plates developed and printed in outside shops 

where they are processed as jobs, not as- 

photographic art. Complaints are ignored- 

and, when they pile up, customers find that- 

the "studio" is no longer in business or - 

cannot be located. Often, the owner has- 

onlychanged the address and name of the"stu¬ 
dio." 

Some of the schemes used, methods, employed- 
and things to look out for in dealing with-- 
this type are: 

FAKE SAMPLES 

Canvassers cany beautiful samples of photo¬ 
graphic work, to show prospects. Hiotographs 

delivered do not measure up to the samples_ 

shown. 

C.O.D. 

Often the finished photographs aire sent to_
